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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being aniticpated by 

Woo. 

Woo teaches a method of producing a processing tool by mixing a 
binder, which generates no endothermic reaction, (col. 8, lines 56-64), and silica 
grains, (col. 11, line 50), having a primary average grain size of 0.8 nm to 10 jam, 
(col. 11, line 36), and the silica grains being in a range of 10 to 70 volume 
percent, (col. 6, lines 30-32), and forming the mixture into the abrasive grains of 
a processing tool. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/13/04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the binder of Woo is not made of a material that 
generates no endothermic reaction. The Examiner disagrees. The Applicant's 
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specification states that, "the use of ceramics, metals and polymer materials such 
as phenol resins and polymide resins prevents the binder from melting during the 
process carried out with respect to the workpiece", (pg. 14, lines 3-9). The Woo 
reference teaches a binder made of polymer material and one of those materials 
being phenolic resins, (col. 8). Based on the Applicant's explanation in the 
specification of suitable binder material that would not generate an endothermic 
reaction, it is believed that the Woo reference does indeed teach the limitation.
